Lieut.-Governor Tillman Shoots
Down Editor of the Co-
lumbia State,

LITTLE HOPE FOR GONZALES

Citizens of Southern City Horri-
fied at Tragedy Enacted
on the Sireets at
Midday,

Columbin, B. (., Jan. 15.—=Narcisco
Gener Gonunles, editor of the State I8
at the Columbia hospital In & eritieal
condition from a pistol wound Infileted
by Jumes H. Tillman. leutenant-gov-
ernor of Bouth Caroline and nephew of
United Stoter Benntor Benjamin Till-
man. The shooting occurred at Maln
and Gervals streets In full view of the
fitate eapitol.

It was just a few moments befare 2
o' Aok when the ery was pussed along
the streets that Jim Tillman had shot
N, G. Gonzales.  Immedintely there
was n rush toward the syene of the
tragedy. 1t took bul a few moments
for a great throng to assemble in front
of the newspaper offices.

The excitement and indignation on
the gtrects was intense.  Gonzales was
taken to the offlce of the State where
physiclans pronounced his wound prob-
ably fawal,

Polleeman  Bolund, immediately af-
ter the shooting, arrested Tillman and
took him to police headquarters where
he was relleved of two pistols, one with
Which he shot Gonzales and a second
large revolver of 38-calibre From the
police station he was tuken to the coun-
ty Jull, where he s tonight under pro-
tection of offlcers

The only attributed cause of the shoot
Ing Is that during the recent primary
elections Gonzales bitwerly opposed Till-
man In his race for govérnor. During
the progress of the campaign Gonsales
had editorially calléd him o debauchee
had denounced
him as the: “ecriminal candidate” and
“proved liar." This and other edi-
torials are supposed to have goaded
Tillman to shoot the editor.

AL 2:30 this afternoon  while the
wounded man is still alive, he Is un-
consclous und sinkinz rapidly.

It is now reported that Immediately
after the shooting Tillman sald: *I
Fat your message.” It is gathered
from this that perhaps the editor him-
self precipitated the shooting.

Dominick. Tillman and the editor of
the State met at the corner of Maln
und Gervals streéts.  There was no
encounter, and Tillman, as far as the
evidence discloses, slmply drew his re-
valver and fired at Gonsales. Maost of
thoss who saw the affair say there was
nothing said until after the shot,

Gonsales, himself, was very emphatie
in saying that he had not sent any
mesaage ta Tillmun,

Gonzales tottered to the street car
transfer station. Tillman was still
polnting his pistol at him, whereupon
Gonzales sald: “S8hoot agaln, you cow-
arl.”  Tillman lowered his plstol and
wilked away,

There was only one shot fired and it
entered the right  side  between  the
elghth and ninth  ribs and passed
through the fore part of the body, com
ing out just above the free border riba.
